At a recent session of the American. 


Oriental society 
Prof. 
Hopkins, of 


Yale, read a paper on "The Sniff Kiss 
in Ancient India." 
Reduced to its 


foundation, the paper was a history 
of the kiss as we know it. The learned 
orientalist traced It from its birth 
and proved that the earliest peoples 
and earliest times knew It not. That 
there might be no mistake he labeled 
the kiss of to-day "the genuine kiss" 
and "the perfect Wss." 


Oddly enough, he finds .that tke 


genuine kiss was invented by a wom- 
an. The desnription is given In the epic 
of ancient India which treats of the 
science of love. 


"She laid her mouth to my mouth." 


recites the poet, "and made a> noise 
which gave me pleasure." 


"The early peoples," declared Prof. 


Hopkins, "knew nothing of the Idas in 


any form. Had they known of It they 
would have told something of it in the 
mass of records that has come down 
:o us, for surely an act which conveys 
such pleasure could not have been for- 
gotten. 
"The earliest form of the kiss is 
that which we know aa the sniff kiss. 
This is a smelling, usually of the 
head. The father of ;a new-born son 
sniffed his head that, his days might- 
be long and that honors might come 
to him.' Returning from a journey, he 
sniffed the heads of his children in 
th» same manner. 
"Gradually with this sniff kiss there 


came also a caress, a, touching, usiial- 
ly of the head. Gradually, also, the 
endearment came to be applied to 
others than children. The rubbing of 
noses, which has persisted In some 
tribes, was probably an intermediate 
process in the evolution. 


"With the development of the.genu- 


ine kiss the sniff, kiss disappeared, 
never to reappear. It had served. Its 
purpose and soon was forgotten."

this time the canker worm, bud moth, 
leaf crummer. leaf folder and cigar 
case bearer are making preparations 
to begin their destructive work In the 
orchard. As these insects are in their 
infancy at this period, it Is the proper 
time to gain possession ahead of them. 
In spraying the second time I begin 
just as soon as the petals of the blos- 
soms have dropped and make the third 
spraying ten days later. 1 regard the 
second spraying as being the most Im- 
portant of all, as almost every pest by 
this time is doing ravenous work. Of 
all the enemies of fruit culture I 
consider the codling moth the most de- 
structive. It lays its eggs in the calyx: 
or blossom end of the forming apple 
or pear and in a few days the egg 
hatches and the tiny worm eats its 
way into the fruit. 
About the only 


way any beneficial results can be ob- 
tained by spraying for this pest is to 
spray while the calyx Is expanded and 
while the forming fruit is standing up- 
ward upon its stem. 
If the spraying 


is neglected until the calyx closes and 
the fruit has turned downward, most 
of the insects will be inside the fruit 
and spraying then will be cf little 
good.

Portuguese Hope to Restore to Culti- 


vation 10,000,000 Acres. 


Portugal, according to 
Vice 
and 


beputy Consul R. H. Kinchant, of Lis- 
bon, has started in on a system of 
land reclamation which, if as success- 
ful as it promises to he, must result 
in similar movements in various parts 
of Europe. He writes: 


"In the south of Portugal a serious 


attempt is being made, with, some 
chance of success, to bring back into 
cultivation a large tract of land. This 
country being essentially agricultural, 
any steps to reclaim land that has 
gone out of, cultivation, estimated al 
4,314,000 hectare 
(about 10,000,000 


acres), or 4-4 per cent, of the total 
area of Portugal, are a move in, the 
right d'rection. 


"Some energetic members of so- 


ciety in the district ol Serpa, in com 
binatlon with the municipal authorl 
ties, have set to work upon 100,000 


acres, dividing It up into allotments 
of 15 acres each and letting it at a 
nominal rent, calculated according to 
the estimated value of the land, which, 
has, as it vrere, four classifications, 
the highest quit rent being placed at 
?3.20 and the lowest at 40 cents an 
allotment, free of local rates and taxes 
for ten years. 


"One of the chief difficulties to be 


overcome before making 
the 
allot- 


ments was to deal with the proprie- 
tary right of beekeepers, who cen- 
turies ago had certain privileges con- 
ferred upon them whereby they did a 
thriving trade in honey and wax. This 
trade has in later times diminished, 
owing to the destruction o£ ihe floral 
produce of the land, chiefly by firing 
when portions thereof -were cleared 
for -wheat and other cereals. Matters 
have been amicably settled for the 
beekeepers and the embryo agricul- 
turists. The success of the scheme as 
far as it has gone has stirred the am- 
bition of the residents In a large par! 
of the north of Portugal, where a 
project on similar lines is being sat 
on foot to bring back into cultivation 
something like half a million acres,"

For the ground-woik, take a 
piece of board about one-half Inch 
thick, 12 Inches long, and nix inches 
broad; cover it on the upper hide with 
brocade, carrying tho material

tho edges and gluing it down under- 
neath, where a theet of brown paper 
should be pasted over the entire sur- 
face to make it quite neat, Next ob- 
tain a strip of tin three-eighths of an 
inch wide and W& Inches long. Get 
H bent in two places to form the rest 
for the book, BO that tho two end

THE I N J U R E D TREE. 


Methods of Treatment to Insure Their 


Protection and Preservation. 


It Is the part of wisdom to be able 


to administer first aid to the Injured 
tree, as well as the more permanent 
aids. One of the 
most common of 


these is the splitting down of a limb, 
as suggested in accompanying illus- 
tration, Fig. 1. 


If the limb is not broken wholly oft 


—if there is still left 
a connecting 


link of sound wood, and 
of 
sound 


bark, the 
limb can, with care, be 


saved. This will often save the beauty 
of the tree. With as little delay as 
possible shorten all the omall branch- 
es of the limb, to make their weisht 
as little as possible, then carefully lift 
Hie broken limb back into 
position 


and lash it firmly 
with 
ropes 
or 


straps. 


Now with a 
bit, or auger, bare a 


hole through the limb and tree trunk 
as suggested by the dotted 
line in

^ Jthods of Treatment Illustrated. 


'ig. 2. Through this Insert a bolt ol 
ran having a head on one end and a 
nut" on the other. Turn the nut on 
he end (with a big "washer" be 
neath it) until the crack in the break 
las been made as small as possible 
hen cover the crack neatly over with 
grafting wax. 


In Fig. 3 is shown how to protect 


small trees from 
mice and rabbits 


which gnaw the tender bark near the 
;round In winter. 
Wrap the base o 


the tree as suggested, with wire mos 
quito netting, or tarred building pa 
per, and tie it firmly with strings. 


When a tree is near 
a 
hitching 


post, or fence, where horses may b 
:ied, 
there is great danger that 
thi 


alter may gnaw the bark. Fig 4 
shows how to protect a tree from 
such danger. Measure the circnmfer 
ence of the tree, then select a width 
of wire poultry netting just 
a 
bi 


wider, and cut off six and one-half o 
seven feet in length. 
Stand this u 


against tbe trunk of the tree and wra 
It about tlie trunk till the edges meet 
Fasten these edges together 
with 


bit of wire every six inches, and th 
protector is complete. 


Many a tree has such a gapln 


wound as that shown in A, Fig 5. 
Is caused by sawing off a big limb, 
and neglecting to protect the wound 
until nature 
could extend 
a new 


growth of bark over it. The 
new 


bark has begun to grow about 
the 


edges, but the wood has decayed with- 
in, and nature can carry growth of 
bark no further. 


Cut out all the 
decayed wood, di- 


rects Orange Jndd Farmer, and fill 
the cavity completely with Portland 
cement mixed with water. Do not add 
sand. Fill the cavity and press the 
cement close to the new bark (B, Fig 
5} that there may be left 
no little 


opening for air and water to enter. 
The life of a tree can be prolonged for 


years by such aid as this. 


Things Which Should Be Remem- 


bered in Fighting Penis. 


Having had a great deal of expcri- 


•nce In spraying fruit trees 1 find that 
.here are three essential things that 
should b<» borne In mind. First, know- 
nB what to spray for; second, using 
he proper solution, aud third, to spray 
it the right time. 1 am aware of tho 
act that a great many owners of fruit 
trees have some very Indefinite Ideas 


to what to spray with, when to 


spray, or whether It makes any dif- 
ference how it is done, just so as they 
pray. 
It is certain that spraying 


might as well be given up entirely un- 
less it is done thoroughly and regu- 
larly at the proper time each season. 
While It Is by no means a cure for all 
the ills of tree fruit culture, still it Is 


powerful adjunct to successful or- 


chard management. As I have prac- 
ticed spraying regularly each season 
for several years I have found that 
one of the Sr«t requisites toward suc- 
cess is a good outfit complete. After 
ixperiencing the use of three different 
outfits the best one I have yet found 
conslbts of a IOC-gallon cask which 
rests on its side in a rack fa hold It 
in place. A sirring force pump with 
an automatic stlrner which is put In 
the bulge of tho cask, two half-inch 
hose 1C feet long, two ten feet exten- 
sion rods and two double vcrmorel 
nozzles. With thls> outfit, three men, 
a team and a wagon, we usually spray 
ItOO 12-year-old trees in one day. But 
little time Is lost in havlim to repair, 
imclog nuzzles, etc , and the spray pro- 


ucod is most satisfactory. 
To ob- 


aln good results fiom spraying tho 
natenals to be used should be first- 
lass and carefully compounded. Aa 
have expcrimenned with tiie differ- 
at ingredients recommended, contin- 
es this writer In Farmers' Review, I 
nd that the most effectual foimtiia 
5 a half pound of parls green, eight 
ounds of blue vitriol and eight pounds 
f lime to 100 gallons of waler. 
In 


trcparlng the mixture 1 put 32 pounds 
if blue vitriol In a burlap sack and 
nspend it in a barrel containing 33 
gallons ot water the day before it is 
o be used, so as to give it ample 
ime to thoroughly dissolve. I then 
lack eight pounds of fresh lime, and 
when ready to use It I strain it Into 
another vessel and slack, eight pounds 
more to be ready when wanted. 
I 


.ext put a half-pound of parts green 
n three-fourths of a gallon ot water 
and keep it thoroughly sllrred until 
ready for use the next day. The fol- 
owlng morning when ready to begin 
spraying I fill the cask almost full of 
vater, leaving room, however, for the 
ugredlents. 
I then strain the lime 


solution into the cask, next eight gal- 
ons of the blue vitriol solution and 
astly the parls green mixture. 1 then 
put the ends of the pump hose so as 


pump the mixture back into the 


cask, and run. the pump tor several 
minutes in order to thoroughly mix 
:he entire solution. In spraying I ap- 
ply the mixture with sufficient force 
;o reach every part of the tree and 
'oliage, giving a fine moist spray until 
the entire tree is well covered, which 
is indicated by slight dropping of mix- 
ture from the trees. I spray three 
times each season. 
The first spray- 


Ing is commenced just before tlie 
blossom buds open in the spring. At 
this time the canker worm, bud moth

If the spraying 
Is neglected until the calyx closes and 
the fruit has turned downward, most 
of the insects will be Inside the fruit 
and spraying then -will be of little 
good.
